THE LAWYERS AND THE STATE 


Seven hundred lawyers of Canada in attendance at the 
Canadian Bar -Association in Toronto last week, discussed the ques- 
tion, ‘Are Governments too High Handed? ‘The lawyers believed that 
there is a tendency for governments of late to ‘come forward as some- 
thing above the law.’ hie SN tes Lee 

“The teal trouble Hes right at the door of the lawyers 

' themselves, We have had altogether too many lawyers in our legisla- 
tures and the federal government, They have taken care of themselves 
so well that popular indignation has forced governments to take certain. 
protective steps on behalf of the people, 

“The very conservatiom of lawyers and their adherence to 
tradition and timidity of recognizing need for change has driven the 
people of our western land, in particular, to a degree of desperation, 

“The law is not so sacrosanct a thing that it should not 
be changed as changes are needed, ‘And certainly the experience the 
great mass of people have had with lawyers suggests that they are not 
the proper people to bring about the needed changes, The more law- 
yers kept out of our ruling bodies, the better for the bulk of the 
people.” 


The above is taken from the..editorial columns of the 
Brooks Bulletin, and speaks for. itself, Like the writer there are 
probably many unthinking persons who might for want of anything 
better to say, give voice to such sentiments. But are they justified? 

Is it not true that of late Governments have a tendency 
to “Come forward as something above the law?” Isn't it true that we 
have recently witnessed almost open defiance of the law and the 
constitution by Government? The writer of the article himself 
knows that in the good old U.F.A, Days Government sought and ob- 
tained the assistance of lawyers to deny to citizens the right.to col- 
lect from Government that which the Government had unlawfully 
taken away. But enough of that. 

Too many lawyers in our legislatures and the Federal 
Government!!! Perhaps, but why? Simply because amongst 
all our different classes of citizens by occupation, the lawyer is the 
person best suited by training and instinct to deal with problems 
affecting the laws of the land. If this is not true why was it found 
necessary to draft John E. Brownlee, K.C., in 1921 into the ranks of 
the U.F.A. Government? And by the way, how many lawyers 
were there in the U.F.A. Government from 1921 to 1935? Was it 
not a total of two? And just how many of the present Social Cred- 
it group, or in the legislature for that matter, are lawyers? It surely 
is not so alarming. 

And how well have “‘they taken care of themselves” and 
what are these “protective steps” the writer speaks about. Only 
a doctor may practice medicine, only a dentist mayypull teeth, only 


an engineer may do engineering work, only a veterinarian may at- 


tend a sick horse, but a newspaper man (if he is fool enough) may 
do conveyancing work, any fly-by-night contidence man may start 
a collection agency, any Trust Company will draw your will and ad- 
vise you about your estate, the Government will administer -your 
estate, advise you if you are a school district, a town or a munici- 
pality on a tree gratis basis, while all that the lawyer might right- 
fully claim to be his sole prerogative is the doubtful privilege of ap- 
pearing (quite infrequently of recent years) in court in a gown, for 
which he might or might not get paid. 

The penultimate paragraph of the article sounds fine 
but means nothing. It reminds us of some of the mouthings which 
come over the air on occasions. particularly on Sundays from ap- 
proximately three to five p.m. 

The last sentence is really a gem, The logical conclu- 
sion is that all lawyers should be barred from sitting in our deliber- 
ative assemblies, for according to the writer’s twisted reasoning, 
“The more lawyers kept out of our ruling bodies, the better for the 
bulk of the people.” Bar the lawyers and all will be well in the 
land. We are sure the Prophet up North has not.thought of that 
one yet. Failing the banks, it will provide another good reason 
why the $25.00 has not as yet been paid. 

And after all that has been written, we must confess that 
the majority of our readers will probably agree with the Bulletin for 
the lawyers certainly are a sort of helpless crew, and sadly in need 
of some one to show them how “‘to take care of themselves.”

was snappéd with an inexpensive and simply operated camera. 


T’S a joy to own a fine precision 

camera with a fast lens and shut- 
ter, No one will deny that. Such 
cameras are versatile and open the 
way for picture taking under many 
conditions. Extremely fast action 
holds no terror for them. They laugh 
at poor light. If you want to special- 
ize on speed photography or indoor 
shots without special illumination, 
or shoot under adverse conditions 
in general, a precision-built, ultra 
fast lens camera is the thing to own. 

If, however, you want a camera 
to snap pictures under ordinary con- 
ditions, a simple, inexpensive one 
will serve admirably, afford a lot of 
pleasure and, as far as recording 
the subject is concerned, will make 
average snapshots just as well as 
the more elaborate type. Remember, 
I am referring to snapshooting un- 
der ordinary conditions. 

Artistic composition, shooting to 
capture fascinating and artistic 
shadows— which always add-so 
much to a picture, interest appeal 
and lighting are strictly up to you. 
There isn’t a camera made at any 
price that can tell you how, when 
or where to make a picture of rare 
quality and appeal, but experience 
will teach much. 

The fact that an unusual, interest- 
compelling snapshot was taken with 
a “tricky” camera doesnot signify 


that the same picture could not have 
been snapped equally as well witli 
a simple camera by the same per 
son. If a certain picture to be taken 


should be snapped at f.11 with a 
shutter speed of 1/25 of a second, it 
might.take an expert to determin: 
which of two prints of this subjec 
was taken with a beginner’s typ 
of camera and which with one of the 
type used by the experts. 

So much depends on the perso: 
behind the camera. If you will make 


a study of pictures appearing jn 
magazines, newspapers and picto 
rial books you Will learn much abou 


the fundamentals of good picture 
making. You will find pictures of 
gardens, buildings, homes, people, 
animals and pets, close-ups and, in 
fact, just about every type of picture 
you will ever want to make. Study 
these pictures and note carefully 
the different angles from which 
some of them are taken. Study the 
lighting, the shadows and the very 
natural appearance of people in 
many of the pictures. You will soon 


develop an “eye for pictures” and 
when you do you will find that even 
your inexpensive camera will pro- 
duce the kind of pictures you 


thought were possible only with an 
expensive instrument. 

So you see, much depends on the 
man or woman behind the camera.
